"I would say that carrying a 


shrill whistle, an ordinary hat 
or stick pin and judicious use of 
teeth, fingernails, feet and voice 
in 
fighting 
off the assailant 


would 
be invaluable, both in 


staving off the man and in later 
identification," he said. 


But the first precaution would 


be for a woman not to place her- 
self in a situation where a po- 
tential attacker would see his 
way clear for an assault. 


"Don't walk down dimly lit 


side-streets. Watch out for sus- 
picious looking characters and 
never walk near cars parked in 
alleys or in unsighted areas," 
he said. 


Q—Is there any cure for 


plantar 
warts? 
Is surgery 


necessary? 


A—Although plantar warts 


may occur at any age they are 
seen most often in adoles- 
cents. They are caused by a 
virus. The warts are flush with 
the surface of the skin and 
pressure on them, as in walk- 
ing, may be very painful. 
Many types of treatment have 
been used with varying suc- 
cess. A few disappear spon- 
taneously, especially if the 
area can be kept dry, but most 
plantar warts are persistent 
and may recur after they have 
been removed. 


One 
treatment 
that has 


been effective, especially in 
children, is to soak the area in 
5 per cent formalin for 15 
minutes every night for sev- 
eral weeks until the warts 
drop out. This course of treat- 
ment is shortened if your doc- 
tor freezes the wart with car- 
bon dioxide snow before the 
foot soaks are started. 


Another treatment that has

A—Prolapse of the uterus 


occurs following childbirth in 
women with a weak pelvic 
floor. It may cause a feeling 
of heaviness in the pelvis and 
difficulty controlling the ur- 
ine. In some women a careful- 
ly fitted pessary may be all 
that is needed to correct this 
condition. In others a pelvic 
repair operation is required.

Up in a War 


T 


he United States is in for 
trouble 
unless it accepts 


French help in finding peace 


for Vietnam, Senator Robert F. 
Kennedy (Dem,, 
N. Y,), fresh 


from an interview with Presi* 
dent Charles deGaulle, told UPI 
in a Paris dispatch published 
Wednesday. 


The dispatch is merely a foot- 


note to the larger truth that his- 
tory 
Invariably blackmails any 


nation unfortunate enough to find 
itself involved in a war. 


General deGaulle like most 


heads of state isn't above using 
yesterday's history as blackmail 
to improve his country's posi- 
tion today. As you know, deGaulle 
is 
trying 
to 
maneuver his 


weakened and discredited coun- 
try into a position as a revived 
world power in diplomatic al- 
liance with Russia. Getting credit 
for negotiating peace in Viet- 
nam would bring enormous pres- 
tige to deGaulle and France—if 
they can bring it off. 


But here is the blackmail: 


France is undercutting the very 
America which twice has res- 
cued her from slavery merely 
to "get even" in a Vietnam which 
witnessed her own defeat and hu- 
miliation only a few years ago. 
Furthermore, there is a stout 
rumor going around that the real 
source of France's pique is that 
when the French army found it- 
self in a clutch fight with the 
Vietnam guerrillas and called for 
the help of American bombers 
we wouldn't send' them—and the 
French forces were unhappily ex- 
pelled from Southeast Asia. 


DeGaulle may fancy himself 


as a "negotiator" but his black- 
mail 
approach 
will leave the 


American people cold. Now we 
know for sure that we are alone 
in Vietnam—abandoned by that 
same European country we twice 
saved 
from bondage and which 


still owes us 6 billion dollars 
in war debts. I am reminded of 
the almost unaimous verdict that 
the GIs who met both the Ger- 
mans and the French brought 
back from World War I -"We 
fought the wrong country!" 


How could America have pos- 


sibly intervened in Vietnam when 
the French were there? France 
was fighting merely to hold on- 
to 
a colonial 
empire which 


freedom-loving Americans were 
opposed to. 


But our position in Vietnam to- 


day is one of abstract justice- 
honoring our solemn treaty which 
obligates us to defend Southeast 
Asia and permit its people to 
develop into self-governing na- 
tions. 


History always contains the 


seeds of blackmail—but history 
will write that it was a French- 
man named deGaulle who actual- 
ly resorted to blackmail.

number, are hard-core conserv- 
atives who seldom in the past 
voted for legislation bearing a 
liberal tag. But in recent years 
their defection from adminlstra» 
tion ranks was offset by the 
presence of many more liberal 
Democrats and fewer Republi* 
cans. 


In the House this year there 


are fewer Democrats and more 
Republicans 
than in the last 


Congress, Although the Demo* 
crats have a numerical edge, 
they lack control on domestic 
issues whenever they lose as 
many as 50 votes from their 
party ranks. 


Most leaders of both parties 


agree on the mathematics likely 
to be involved whenever the 1st 
sue boils down to a battle be- 
tween conservatives and liber* 
als on nondefense legislation.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson may reply today 
to North Vietnam's latest hint of 
peace talks — one reportedly 
sent to the United States this 
week through neutral countries. 


Johnson is expected to deal 


with the issue at a midafternoon 
news conference. 


The Hanoi government report- 


edly sent word to the United 
States this week that two policy 
statements made in Hanoi last 
weekend on the possibility of 
peace talks should get serious 
consideration in Washington. 


The maneuver was carried 


out 
through neutral 
govern- 


ments which urged the State 
Department to look carefully at 
the statements. The neutrals 
reportedly said they acted at 
the suggestion of North Viet- 
nam. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 


said Wednesday the long-sus- 
tained aerial assault is hurting 
North Vietnam and took the line 
that the major objective of Ha- 
noi's diplomatic campaign now 
is to get the bombing stopped. 


Some U.S. officials, however, 


saw some possibility that peace 
talks might result. 


Any move In this direction 


would confront Johnson with a 
policy decision on whether a 
promise of direct discussions on 
peace between the United States 
and North Vietnam would be a 
sufficient reason for ending the 
bombing. 


The United States has said 


any halt to the bombing must 
also bring some Communist de- 
escalation of the military effort. 


Both statements published in 


Hanoi said if the,. United,, States 
woola stop bombing there could 
be talks between it and North 
Vietnam. 


This stopped short of a Hanoi 


commitment to talk but UJ3. 
officials, it is understood, are 
trying to find out through diplo- 
matic channels whether this is 
an indication of possible North 
Vietnamese readiness for peace 
discussions. 


In the midst of these specula- 


tions, the White House said late 
Wednesday that Johnson is un- 
likely .to send Congress a mes- 
sage — at least in the immedi- 
ate future—on Southeast Asia. 


This stirred talk that perhaps 


the situation is so delicate the 
President judges it unwise to 
send a special message. White 
House spokesman Tom Johnson 
denied this, however, 
saying
